A Doubtful Report That Arbitration 
Has Been Proposed. 


Minister Montt Tells His People That 
Uncle Sam Means War. 


Washington Officials Talking of a Peace- 
fyl Settlement—The San Francisco 
at San Diego—The Charleston

VALPARAISO, Dec. 28.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The Chilean author- 
ities believe that Mr. Egan’s absence 
from the installation of President 
‘| Montt was intended as a discourtesy. 

New York, Dec. 28.—The Herald’s 
Washington correspondent says: ‘‘Itis 
the understanding that Chile will de- 
mand arbitration in the matter of the 
Baltimore incident. Minister Montt, 
the Chilean representative, who hereto- 
fore has doubted the probability of war, 
yesterday cabled to his government that 
the United States navy and army are 
being placed on war footing and that 
the situation is serious.”’ 

The correspondent says that Admiral 
} Gherardi will be placed in command of 
the naval forces and that plans have 
been made to move 10,000 troops to 
Chile from various points in the United 
States. 

The Herald’s Valparaiso special says: 
‘I think there is much foundatién for 
the report cabled here from Washing- 
ton that the Chilean government is 
likely to propose arbitration. The Her- 
ald, however, may safely say thata 
proposition to arbitrate would be wel- 
comed pt é Chileans to take the matter 
out of the hands of Blaine and Egan. 


3| It is rumored that the reason of Egan’s 


absence from the inauguration ceremo- 
nies was the insulting tone of Matta’s 
reply to President Harrison’s message.

AT WASHINGTON. 


The Talk is Peaceful, but There Are Signs 
of Wariike Preparations. 

WasHINGTON, Dec. 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Secretary Tracy’s of- 
fice presented a busy scene this morn- 
ing. Within an hour he saw Senator 
Allison, chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations; Senator 
Cameron, of the Committee on Appro- 
priations; the chairman of the Commit- 
‘| tee on Naval Affairs; Senator Butler, a 
member of the same committee; Sena- 
tors Frye and Hale, Chief Constructor 
‘Wilson, Chief Engineer Melville, Capt. 
Phillips, who is to command the new 
cruiser New York; Lieut. Mason, exec- 
utive officer ofthe same vessel; Commo- 
dore Folger, Chief of Ordnance; Com- 
mander Chadwick, and lastly Charles 
Cramp, ship-builder. Notwith- 
standing these signs of official activity 
and reports printed of unusual work at 
the navy-yard, the officials of the Navy 
Department deny that there is the least 
speck of a war cloud on the diplomatic 
horizon. 

Assistant Secretary Soley says that 
he has already expressed his views as to 
the navy work. Wher asked where the 
San Francisco was bound he declined to 
give a definite answer. He was re- 
minded that the last time she went out 
for ‘‘gun practice,’’ as reported by the 
department, she had next been heard of 
at Valparaiso. He said the vessel had 
no orders for Chile. 

A naval officer who should know, 
when asked if the cruiser was bound for 
Acapulco, replied that she would not 
goasfar south as Mexico. He also 
stated that the Baltimore is now proba- 
bly north of Panama on her way to San 
francisco. 

Commodore Folger, Chief of the Ord- 
nance Bureau, added to the general de- 
nial by saying that there is no unusual 
activity at the maval gun factory 
Cramp also insisted that his force was 
not working faster and longer than 


structions from the department to 
hurry the work onthe naval vessels 
now building at his yards. Commodore 
Wilson, chief inspector, had gone over 
to Philadelphia to inspect the progress 
of naval work on Saturday and had not 
founda single man of the 8000 em- 
ployés at work. Moreover Cramp did 


work today, as ‘they were keeping the 
holiday season. 

At the Department of State matters 
moved along in the usual serene fashion 
| and there was not atraceof warlike 
excitement. Officials say that nothing 
has been heard from Minister Egan 
since the 28d inst. Why he did not at- 
tend President Montt’s inauguration on 
Saturday they did not know, and 
doubted the correctness of the report to 
that effect. 

At the War Department neither Act- 
ing Secretary Grant nor Maj.-Gen. 
Schofield, who would certainly be in a 
position to know, had any information 
of an intention to appoint Gen. Miles to 
command the army in the event of war 
with Chile. Infact the only sign of 
warlike preparations visible at the ex- 
ecutive departments consisted in an or- 
der issued Saturday for the immediate 
preparation of the new 12-inch gun, 
just completed at the navy yard here, 
for transportation to California, to- 
gether with 4000 pounds of powder 
and 11,000 shells. 

Sefior Montt, the Chilean Minister, 
called at the Department of State at 
noon. He had an interview with Sec- 
setary Blaine for half an hour. It was

THE SAN FRANCISCO. 


Arrival of the Cruiser at San Diego— 
Awaiting Orders. 

San DixGo,-Déc. 28.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The U.S.S. San Francisco, 
which left San Francisco Saturday, ar- 
rived-at the offing this morning and en- 
tered port. Thetrip was made direct 
in thirty-six hours, without stopping at 
Monterey as expected. Rear Admiral 
Brown said: **We shall stay here in San 
Diego harbor until the Secretary of the 
Navy orders us away. We are ready to 
sail on three hours’ notice, but may re- 
main three weeks, All depends on our 


orders from Washington. The ship is | 


equipped for a three years’ cruise, and 
we have 100 rounds of ammunition for 
each gun. Besides this we have 800 or 
400 for other ships,”’ 

‘‘What other ships?’’ was asked. 

‘‘Well, we may meet some other ships 
that will want some ammunition,’’ was 
the only answer. 

‘From other sources it is inferred that 
the Charleston, nowon the way from 
Honolulu to Acapulco,is to meet the 
San Francisco here and take on extra 
ammunition. The Baltimore is also 
coming north from Chilean waters and 
may want ammunition, While the offi- 
cers refuse to state future plans, it is 
easy to learn that the vessel is ready 
any emergency. 

THE CHARLESTON’S REPORTED ARRIVAL. 

San Dizco, Dec. 28.—Interest in the 
arrival of the cruiser San Francisco 
this morning was intensified tonight by 
a report that the cruiser Charleston had 
arrived and had anchored off the Hotel 
del Coronado, but owing to the lateness

NOT SO PEACEFUL, 


The Government Straining Every Nerve 
to Prepare for War. 

New York, Dec. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Herald's Washing- 
ton special asserts positively that or- 
ders have gone to the builders of the 
Monterey to work night and day and 
get her ready for service at the earliest 
possible moment. Orders have just 
been issued to prepare two 12-inch 
guns for shipment to San Francisco. So 
anxious is the department to expedite 
matters that her plates will be shipped 
without awaiting the result of the ex- 
periment tests called for by the con- 
tract. 

A large quantity of ammunition for ra- 
pid fire guns has been contracted for, and 
steps taken to secure the early delivery 
of thirty Howell torpedoes. The con- 
tractors for Whitehead torpedoes are al- 
so unusually active, and there is reason 
to anticipate the early delivery of 100 
of these torpedoes. 


Waiting for Armor Plate. 

San Francisco, Dec. 28.—Henry T. 
Scott, of the Union Iron Works, today 
stated that no instructions had been re- 
ceived from Washington to hasten work 
on the coast defense vessel Monterey. 
Everything is ready for the armor 
plates, which are being made at Bethle- 
hem, Pa. Part ofthe armor has been 
completed and sent to the Government 
proving yard atAnnapolis. It will take 
about two months to get the plating on, 
but when it will arrive no one knows. 
The Monadnock at Mare Island is also 
waiting for armor plate. 


White Squadron Moving Southward. 

New York, Dec. 29.—The Herald’s 
Buenos Ayresspecial says: ‘‘The United 
States vessel Yantic is expected to ar- 
rive at Rio Plata tomorrow, as are also 
three of the ships of the white squadron.

Washineton, Dec. 28.—[By the As: 
sociated Press.| Acting Secretary 
Grant said today that he regarded the 
situation on the Mexican frontier as 
serious, and that the War Department 
is exerting itself to prevent further 
violations of the neutrality laws by 
Garza’s band of revolutionists. If nec- 
essary to prevent these men from cross- 
ing backward and forward between 
Mexico and the United States, the en- 
tire military force under Gen. Stanley's 
command would be distributed along 
the north bank of the Rio Grande.

Does Civilization Civilize? 

Under the above caption there ap- 
pears in the Christmas Examinerasym- 
posium, comprising seven short articles 
contributed by seven of the brightest 
writers of the Pacific Coast, each one 
putting himself on record according to 
his‘own fancy. The contributors are 
Ambrose Bierce, Joaquin Miller, Ger- 
trude Atherton, John Vance Cheney, 
Arthur McEwen, Sam Davis and W. C. 
Morrow. 

The symposium is not a very seridus 
study in moral philosophy. The ques- 
tion asked in its title is manifestly 
cynical, with a squint to the pessimis- 
It is not logical, for it implies 
a possible contradiction of terms. If 
civilization does not civilize, then it is 
not civilization. There are only two 
obvious ‘answers to the question—yes 
or no—with a chance for some millions 
of qualifications on either side, but one 
of the direct answers would overthrow 
the proposition. A proposition is not 
correctly stated when the premises 
may be upset by the conclusions. 

Certainly civilization civilizes, else 
we should all be living in caves and 
holes in the ground, subsisting on what 
we could wrest from nature day by day 
and possibly killing and eating each 
other on extra occasions. 

Readers of the symposium will be dis- 
posed to take it in the light of an ‘‘ex- 
perience meeting’’ of seuen writers, in 


which they confess with more or less 


frankness their individual conceits and 
opinions. To what extent has civiliza- 
tion civilized Messrs. Ambrose Bierce, 
Joaquin Miller, John Vance Cheney, 
Arthur McEwen, Sam Davis, W. C. Mor- 
row and Gertrude Atherton? That 
is the question which the public will 
find answered in this joint production. 

It is not munch wonder than Joaquin 
Miller enters a plea for barbarism. 
A man who has wrecked his domestic 
life after several fselfish attempts to 
adjust it to himself; who neglected his 
own son so that the boy grew up with 


vicious associations and turned out a 


stage robber, is not a very competent 
judge or a very brilliant exemplar. To 
him civilization has been a failure. So 
we will let his ideas pass without com- 
ment. 3 

The opinion of Arthur McEwen is 
much more reasonable, looking to both 
sides of the proposition without preju- 
dice or cant. He answers ‘“‘Of course 
it civilizes,’? and then he says: 


Evolution werks with cruel tools. War 
is murder; yet war has beeh a mighty 
civilizer, Slavery is a brutal denial of 
natural rights, but slavery, nevertheless, 
has contributed much toward the attain- 
ment of the degree of civiliztaion we pos- 
sess. Commerce is greed and its pathway 
is whitened with the bones of veracity and 
honesty, but commerce is fatal to barbar- 


ury, luxury every vice; yet to opulence and 
leisure we owe, too, painting, sculpture, 
music, literature—all the arts which impart 
beauty and grace to human life. 

Evil and good are so twisted together 
that the existence of both a God and a 
devilis deemed necessary to explain the 
tangle which we call civilization. 

Will the world ever be completely civil- 
ized? That is, will evil disappear and only 
the good remain? 

I don't know. I doubt it. 

But evolution works miracles. 

Half a million years hence humanity— 
heir to the knowledge of all the blunders 
and triumphs of the past—may reach 
heights unknown to us and beyond our ca- 
pacity to imagine. This will not come by 
continuous progress, though. Nature has 
not pyt enough gray matter under the 
race's hair for that. Civilization improves 
as water purifies itself—by successive rot. 
tings. 

Let us not growl the growlof ignorance 
and ingratitude. Give thanks to God that 
civilization has civilized us as far asit has, 
and made the world so good a place to live 
in as we find it. 


John Vance Cheney offers a qualified 
affirmative. Civilization civilizes, but 
has not yet made a perfect job of it— 
with which all must agree. He says: 


Despite our astounding race expansion 
and the general splendor of material pros- 


perity, there remains the same old neces- 


sity tor renewing the same old struggle— 
for civilizing our. civilization, in order to 
reach even the health, the strength, the 
hope that has more than once blessed scarce- 
remembered peoples of the earth, to put us 
where the wholly civilized man~ must 
stand—

‘The opinion of Sam Davis is charac- 
teristic: 

The game of pin pool, according to my 
thinking, furnishes a good illustration of 
the evolution of civilization. The player 
has a certain number toreach, butif he 
goes beyond all his skill counts for nothing 
and he is obliged to begin-again. 

From the caustic pen of Ambrose 


Bierce we may not expect anyting very

flattering to civilization. He is logical: 


enough to detest the want of logic in 
the title question, for he says: 


Civilization must needs do that from, the 
But it is 
not necessary to suppose that he who pro. 
pounds was either unconscious of his lapse 
in logic or desirous of digging a pitfall for 
the feet of those who discuss; I take it he 
simply wished to put the matter in an im- 
pressive way, and relied upon a certain de- 
gree of intelligence in the interpretation. 
Nevertheless, I cannot help thinking that 


j his faulty statement of the question has be- 


fogged it a bit, for of the four gentlemen 
who have preceded me in the discussion no 
two seem altogether to agree as to the na- 
ture ofthe thing whose action. they are 
asked to expound. 

In the following there is a choice vein 
of sarcasm, but very little truth: 

One thing that civilization certainly has 
not done is to make us intelligent enough 
to understand that the opposit@of a virtue 
is not necessarily a vice. Because. we do 
not like the taste of one another it does not 
follow that the cannibal is a person of de- 
appetite. Because, as a rule, we 

ave but one wife and several mistresses 
each itis not certain that polygamy is 
everywhere—nor, for that matter, any- 
where—either wrong or inexpedient. Our 
habit of wearing clothes does not prove that 
that conscience ofthe body, the sense of 
shame, is charged witha divine mandate; 
for like the conscience of the spirit it is the 
creature of what it seems to create; it 
comes of the habit of wearing clothes. 


As cannibalism and polygamy are 
adopted by an individual cannibal or 
polygamist in pursuance of his own 
selfish gratification and in subversion of 
the rights of others it follows that civil- 
ization is absolutely compelled to pro- 
scribe them, Liberty of conscience and 
freedom of action must cease where 


they destroy the liberty of others. 


Bierce’s conclusion is as follows: 


Civilization does not, I think, make the 
race any better. It makes men know more, 
and if knowledge makes them happier it is 
useful and desirable. The one purpose of 
every sane human being is to be happier. 
No one can have any other motive for any 
act. Thereis no such thing as unselfish- 
ness. We perform the most generous and 
‘‘self-sacrificing’’ acts because we should be 
unhappy if we did not. Whatever tends to 
increase the beggarly sum of human hap- 
piness is worth having, nothing else has 
any value. Does civilization dothat much? 
I do not know. It has enabled us to discuss 
this question, may heaven put it into our 
hearts to be thankful for that. 

‘‘A woman's view of it,’’ by Gertrude 
Atherton, is, in our opinion, the best of 
the lot, inasmuch as she sounds the very 
depth of the philosophical question. 
She says: 

I have not had much personal acquaint- 
ance with Indians, but I understand that 
some are simple and true, and some would 
lie in their prayers and steal the hair off a 
dog; that some are kindly of instinct and 
others rage from birth with lust of blood; 
that some are strong and comely, and 
others carious and-pu As far as my ob- 
servation of civilized man goes _ he lies and 
he doesn't, he steals and he doesn’t, he is 
bad all through With a seasoning of. good, 
he is good all thr liberally seasoned 
with bad—he is mixed. He is big, he is lit- 
tle, he is healthy, he is miserable. Man at 
his best is a human mesomelas—a precious 
stone with a black vein parting every color 
in its midst. Deducing from the above I 
don’t see that civilization or barbarism has 
much to do with the creating and the com- 
pounding of the mess known as humanity. 

As for woman, I have found her one 
grand sisterhood in general characteristics, 
running all the big up the scale and all 
around the circle; from the woman who 
washes my clothes to the woman who 
asked me to dance in her ballroom, and on 
to the swelling She who presented me with 
her latest book. 

As arule, Ihave found human nature in 
the rough less wearing than the platitudin- 
ous average of the middle stratum of civi- 
lization; the fribbling monotonies of so- 
ciety and the solemn -cross-questioning of 
the so-called literary circle. 

But setting these seven kinds of fool 
aside there is one type that is a joy for- 
ever; the man or woman of brain and soul; 
and only civilization can give the one and 
the tenacious instincts of and love for na- 
ture the other. This union, it seems te me, 
is the true sense of civilization. The Fiji 
Islands are considerably pehind it; (so, too, 
I should judge, was Mr. Miller’s gentle sav- 
age who waited tntil he was as tough as 
the hide of a rhinoceros before inviting his 
family to eat him;) when Atlantis knew too 
much and felt too little, she was quietly 
pulled under. 


We have for .this woman’s answer, 
then, that when civilization goes hand- 
in-hand with a gentle, nature-loving 
Aumanity it civilizes and improves the 
race. And thatis the sum and substance 
of the whole proposition.

The play is a star's piece and itis rarely 
that Mr. Willard has not the center of the 
stage, but he deserves it, for no more fin- 
ished, touching and beautifully realistic 
pictures have been seen in many a long day 
than this dramatic artist paints.

Then the father got 
him to make a written statement which 
was sent to Superintendent ‘McCoy to- 
day. In it young Herrick says that 
when his train slowed up, but while yet 
moving, he dropped off and placed two 
torpedoes on the raik He then ran 
back to the train, which was still mov- 
ing, but as it slowed up more he took 
his light and started down the track to 
stop the Croton local then nearly due. 
When half way down he placed one tor- 
pedo on the track and then walked on 
to the station, When he got there he 
placed lights on the platform, a red 
light showing south, and went in to ask 
how the local was: The agent did not 
know and Herrick sat down and re- 
mained from three to five minutes, 
when he heard a train coming and 
started for the door believing it to be 
the local. As soon as he saw the train 
hfe knew it was the express. He grabbed 
up his light and tried to attract 
the engineer's attention, but it was too 
late. He followed on up the track and 
soon met a man who told him about the 
wreck. He did not deem it prudent to 
go tothe wreck, so turned about and 
came to New York. 

He adds that he fully realizes the aw- 
ful position he is placed in and can only 
say that he felt sure the train to come

WHEELS STOP MOVING. 


The Aransas Pass Railroad Tied Up by a 
Strike, 

San Antonio (Tex.,) Dec. 28.—[By 
the Associated Press.] The entire San 
Antonio and Aransas Pass Railroad sys- 
tem is tied up asa result of the strike 
inaugurated this morning. The opera- 
tors say they have been poorly paid, 
and a system of removals and reduc- 
tions has been inaugurated by the new 
superintendent, Sands. Several station 
telegraphers’ salaries were cut, and, 
fearing other cuts, the Order of Tele- 
graphers appointed a Grievance Com- 
mittee. The management refused to 
meet the demand, but claimed that no 
general reduction of wages was con- 
templated. The demand of the tele- 
graphers was backed by allother opera- 
tives.

CITY ATTORNEY’S REPORT. 


The City Attorney reported as fol- 
lows: 


To the honorable the City Coumcil of Los An- 
geles—GENTLEMEN: I have prepared and 
present, herewith, an ordinance of inten- 
tion to open and extend Sixth street per 
your instructions; also an ordinance pro. 
hibiting the hitching of horses on Frank- 
lin street. [Adopted. 

Inthe matter of the franchise asked by 
D. Neuhart, the suggestions and changes 
made by the Board of Public Works will ne. 
cessitate the franchise being prepared over 
again, and I will therefore ask one week's 
further time. [Granted.]: 

At this juncture recess was declared 
until 2 o’clock p.m. 


Afternoon Session. 

The Council met at 2 o’clock with 
President Bonsall in the chair and a 
quorum present. 

The Mayor, on request of the Council, 
returned the ordinance of intention for 
sidewalking Sand street, when the vote 
by which the ordinance was passed was 
reconsidered, and the ordinance laid on 
the table. The same action was taken 
in regard to the ordinance granting 
John G. Downey permission to pave in 
front of his-.property on Alameda street 
with granite blocks. 

The annual report of the Auditor was 
presented and referred to the special 
Committee on Reports. .

An ordinance abandoning an alley in 
Flash’s Main-street addition passed. 

FIRST AND TEMPLE STREET CUTS. | 

The City Attorney presented the fol- 
lowing report in the matter of cutting 
Temple and First streets, which was 
read and referred to the Board of Pub- 
lic Works: 


You have referred to me the petition of 
E. T. Wright and others, reciting that First 
street between Broadway and Pearlis ina 
very unsatisfactory condition owing to the 
factthatthe Electric Railway Company has 
graded a portion of the street between 
Olive and Pearl to the new grade, leaving 
the other portion of the street, and also the 
side streets, ungraded to the present estab- 
lished grade; also reciting thatthe suit 
against the property owners to estimate 
the damages by reason of regrading the 
streets to the established grade will not 
give any relief for a year or more, and ask- 
ing that an action against the property 
owners between Hilland Olive be com- 
menced and proceedings instituted to have 
that part alone of the street regraded, as- 
signing as a reason therefor:that with a 
smaller number of defendants the matter 
can sooner be determined than in the suit 
now pending, which has over 150 defend- 
ants. I presume this petition was referred 
to me for a recommendation in 
regard to the matter. As has been 
stated, the city has brought a suit against 
over 150 defendants, owners and encum- 
brancers of property on First street be- 
tween Broadway and Pearl, and also of 
property upon the cross streets between 
said points, so far as the grades of the 
same are necessarily changed in order to 
conform to the new grade. This suit is 


years the grade of First street and of the 
cross streets had been established, some of 
the streets graded and many improvements 
made to conform to the old grades, and the 
changing of grades and grading of the 
streets to the new grades will cause great 
damage to property owners, which the Su- 
perior Court decided, in the case of Mrs. 
Shepherd vs. the City, must be estimated 
and paid before the work can be ‘done. 
Prior to the 23d of April, 1891, the date 
ofsthe passage of the ordinance changing 
the grade on Firgt street, similar proceed- 
ings had been instituted to cut down Tem- 
ple street; all of the defendants, (196) 
were served either personally or by 
publication, and a large number 
of answers and demurrers were filed. 
Twenty-seven attorneys and firms of 
attorneys appeared for the several de- 
fendants. Among.the points made it was 
claimed thatin an action of this kind the 
property owners upon the cross streets 
could not be joined With those upon Temple 
street, and that the damages upon different 
streets could not be ascertained in one pro- 
ceeding, even if the grading of one street 
did necessitate the regrading of the others. 
Judge McKinley decided that this conten- 
tion was correct and sustained the de. 
murrer to the complaint upon that ground. 
“At the time of this decision the First street 
suit had been brought and all of the de- 
fendants who could be found in this State 
had been served. I did not wish to put the 
city to the expense of publishing the sum- 
mons if the action could not be maintained. 
Since then the complaint in the Temple 
street case has been amended in some 
particulars in regard to the height of 
the grades, etc., and the case is 
now pending upon demurrer tothe amended 
complaint before Judge Shaw. Quite a 
number of briefs have been filed upon the 
demurrers and the case will be finally sub- 
mitted to the court in a week or two, and 
will be decided, I think, in the course of a 
month. Should Judge Shaw also be of the 
opinion that the several streets cannot be 
joined in one proceeding and that such a 
suit cannot be brought, the only recourse 
will be to appeal to the Supreme Court. 
The legal questions involved in the First 
steeet case and the Temple street case are 
identical, and a decision in one will govern 
theother. The petition of Mr. Wright to 
have the damages on First street between 
Hill and Olive estimat:d alone means the 
passage of a new ordinance of intention, 
waiting for’protests, etc., the fixing 
new district of assessment and an abandon- 
ment of the present proceedings, which 
contemplate that the damage to property 
between Hill and Olive, with that to other 
property,.be assessed upon the present dis- 
trict. The damages to property between 
Hill and Olive isa large part of the total 
damage for opening the whole street, the 
cu tween those points being over sixty 
feet in depth, and the opening of this 

rtion of the street only will merely bene- 
fit a small district from the topof the hill 
east and would not open a way to the west- 
ern portion of the city, or benefit the prop- 
erty west of the hili. The district to be 
assessed and benefited must necessarily 
be small and the individual expense heavy. 
Besides the same questions would arise in 
such a case, as the grades of both Hill and 
Olive streets are necessarily changed by 
the grading of First street, arid I cannot 
see that anything in time can be gained by 
such a partial opening of the street, while 
the opportunity toopen the street through 
to the western portion of the city would 


be- greatly delayed. I believe that 
the question involved will have to 
be decided by the Supreme Court 


whether presented in a suit to open the 
whole street or any part and if so why nat 
take up a case which, if won, will enabjJe 
this street to be graded so as to make/a 
thoroughfare of benefit to the whole ci 
instead of a partially opened street of onjy 
local benefit. I advise that no further 
steps be taken until a decision is rendgred 
by the Superior Court in the Temple street 
case. We can then proceed as may be 
thought best. I have given this lengthy 
explanation for the reason that I have en- 
ae daily as to why something is not 
one to cut down the hill and I hope by this 
to explain the delay.

CALIFORNIA’S EXHIBIT, 


Liberal Apportionment of Space at 
the World’s Fair. 


Twenty-four Thousand Square Feet in the 
Horticultaral Bullding—Space Also 
Allotted for Planting Ofma- > 
mental Trees. 


The following letter from Chicago 
was received yesterday at the Chamber 
of Commerce: 

Southern California World's Fair Aasocia- 
tion, Los Ang@ics, Cal.—Detar Sims: The 
size of the coart assigned to California is 
88x270 feet. The error occurred, no 
doubt, in Mr. Fish’s letter as regards the 
space, . 

As you will notice, this will give to Cali- 
fornia 24,000 square feet within the walls 
of the Horticultural building, besides there 
will be allowed to her several thousand feet 
of table space for an exhibit of her fruits, 
which at yet cannot be definitely allatted 
until more’of the States have made appli- 
cation, 

Northern California wii] have her propor- 
tion of this space, provided application is 
made from that partof the State forit; I 
doubt, however, if an exhibit of citrus fruit 
trees will be made from north of the Te- 
hachepi Pass, Therefore Southern Cali- 
ifornia will have this fine court to herself. 

You will notice that this is much more 
than California’s share of the available 
Space at the command of the Horticultural 
Department, and may call for some pro- 
tests from competing sources. I am _ per- 
sonally of the opinion, however, that your 
State will use much more than the usual 
energy in making exhibits, and itis espe- 
cially desired that the horticultural display 
at the World’s Columbian Exposition be as 
tine as it is possible to make it. 

I have now a plap in hand which will, no 
doubt, enable exhibitors from Southern 
California to make an almost unlimited ex- 
hibit of citrus and ornamentaltrees. The 
Landscape Department of the World's Fair 
grounds has assigned to the Department of 
Horticulture for the purpose of displaying 
fine specimen plants the grounds surround- 
ing all the large buildings, provided we 
shall give them a list of such trees and 
plants as can be setin a short space of time; 
therefore, if you will furnish the depart- 
ment with a list of the citrus fruit trees, 
pepper trees, desert palms, eucalyptus, ol- 
ives, conifers of any kinds or any other 
trees that would be. rare in this latitude 
and especialiy ornamental, I willtry and 
find space for them on the grounds, These 
trees can, no doubt, be labeled if desired as 
from individuals or from the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Horticultural ‘Society, and when- 
ever anyone goes on the crounds they can 
see small tags attached to these trees show- 
ing the source from which they were con- 
tributed. This will be a good opportunity 
to have your State advertise its horticul- 
tural resources. 

As you understand this offer will be made 
to other States and the ones that will re- 
port definitely what they wish to exhibit 
will have space allotted to them as long as 
it lasts. Thuse tardy in applying will have 
tnseives to blame if they fail to obtain 
as Much as they think they are entitled to. 

Mr. Fish made application for five acres 
of ‘land on the wooded island, or 
some other outdoor space, at my sugges- 
tion. I stated to him, however, that it 
would be very doubtful if that amount 
could be secured for his State. This space. 
surrounding other buildings, however, gives 
the opportunity to comply with his requests 
if the above conditions are complied with. 

The grounds will have black soil placed 
on them and be putin proper condition for 
planting shrubs and trees, but the exhib- 
itor will be required to carry out detail 
work.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


Additional Details of Sunday’s 
Railroad Accident. 


How Garlock and Rogers Came to 
Their Death. 


Neither Men Spoke After Being 
Struck by the Engine. k 


The Third Time in Two Years That Sim- 
 jlar Accidents Have Occurred—De- 
cision in a Condemnation 
Suit—Tustin Notes. 


SANTA ANA. . 

The talk of the town is the terrible rail- 
road accident that happened on the Santa 
Fé late Sunday afternoon, in which W. B. 
Garlock and Samuel Rogers were killed 
without a moment's warning. The particu- 
lars of the accident, as learned-from many 
sources, are about as follows: 

Garlock and Rogers had been out during 
the afternoon for a pleasant drive over the 
valley and were on their return home by 
way of Orange and the SantaAna cemetery. 
Just before reaching the crossing on Seven. 
teenth street, which leads intothe city from 
the cemetery and Young’s winery, the 
overland train and the local from San Ber- 
nardino, pulled by one engine from Orange 
to Santa Ana, passed, running at the usual 
tate of speed. The passing of this train at- 
tracted the attention of both,men, and 
while they were watching it gliding over 
the rails the engine belonging to the local 
train, and which was following about two 
minutes behind the trains, came almost 
noiselessly upon them, their attention not 
being diverted from the regular train until 
they were almost upon the track. When 
they saw the danger they. were in they 
tried to cross ahead of the engine, but suc- 
ceeded only in getting square on the track 
as the engine crashed into them, The 
buggy Was struck back of the cen- 
ter and opposite the seat, break- 
ing spliting and crushing the _ bed, 
top, wheels and _ running-gear into 
the finest of kindling-wood and hurling 
the men fully thirty feet from the track. 
The buggy was struck with such force that 
it seemed to have an electrical effect upon 
the horse, his feet being knocked from un- 
der him and falling as if struck by an elec- 
tric current. He regained his feet, how- 
ever, and stood dazedandtrembling within 
ten feet of the track until.J. D. Spellburg 
came upon the scene several minutes after 


| and unhitchedhim from the front carriage of 


the buggy. The engine had left the bodies 
and gone on to the station with news of the 
accident and to secure orders from the 
agent. Mr. Spellburg, not knowing how 
the accident happened, proceeded to gather 
the groaning meninto his arms and was 
placing them in his light spring-wagon to 
bring them to town for medical assistance 
when the engine returned with a coach into 
which the men were placed and taken to 
the depot with after results as statedin 
yesterday’s TIMEs. 

-Neither of the men regained conscious- 
ness after being struck and both died with- 
out having an opportunity to speak to sur- 
rounding friends and relatives. Garlock 
died in just a few minutes after he reached 
the depot. Aneffort was made to revive 
Rogers sufficiently to obtain a statement 
from him, but all efforts were fruitless, and 
his pulse ceased to beat at 8:30 o'clock. 
His death was caused by concussion of the 
brain and skull fracture. Garlock’ shows 
no signs of violence, the only bruise that 
is perceptible being on the right elbow. 
An antopsy was held on his remains and 
death was found to have been a result of 
concussion of the brain and cerebral hem. 
orrhage. Garlock has a father in New 
York city and two brothers at Tehachepi, 
this State, both of whom are quite well 
known inthis city. The older brother, 
Eugene, arrived last evening from Tehach- 
epi in answer toa telegram informing him 
of his brother’s accident. Rogers has a 
brother in this city engaged in the grocery 
business, and anaged mother with whom 


is under the care of a physician,’ the sud- 
den death of her son complictely unnerving 
her and making nervous prostration prohg- 
ble at any time. 

_ Both men will be interred in the Santa Ana 
cemetery today. 

There has been considerable local com- 
ment on the manner in which the trains are 
run from Orange to Santa Ana, as the back- 
ing ofthe engine so close to the train 
through a thickly populated community 
greatly endangers human life almost daily. 
Some plan should be devised by which the 
safety of the traveling public may be in- 
sured between here and the junction at 
Orange, this being the third time in the 
past two years that the horrors of death 
have been witnessed on the rail within the 
limits of this city.

HER -HUSBAND, 


The Last Act of Sunday’s Sad 
Tragedy. 


Death of Little Leah Benjamin-Mac- 
‘Gregor Last Evening. 


New Facts Brought to Light About 
the Melancholy Affair. 


The Couple Were Married at Redondo 
Beach About Two Months Ago— 
The Inquests to be Held To-day 

~—Scenes at the Morgue, 


Poor little Leah Benjamin-MacGregor 
isdead. She drew her last breath in 
room 51 in the Ramona Hotel at 6:10 
o'clock last evening in the presence of 
the doctors who have worked 60 hard 
to save her life to her family. 

Up to noon yesterday Drs. Westlake, 
Boyd, Weldon and Bryant, who worked 
so faithfully in what they considered a 
vain attempt at first to save her life, 
had some hopes, but she began ‘to sink 
shortly after the noon hour and they 
soon saw thatit was a hopeless case, 
but they never relaxed their energy. un- 
til the last particle of breath left her 
body. 


Full particulars of the terrible trag- 
edy aed the causes that led up to one of 
the most singular double suicides. ever 
committed in this city were given as far 
as obtainable in yesterday’s Times, but 
there are yet several mysterious feat- 
ures surrounding the affair which will 
probably never be cleared up now that 
the only witness to Bert MacGregor’s 
last act has followed him across the 
black river of death. 

It was not known positively that the 
young suicides were man and wife when 
they were discovered in the room Sun- 
day afternoon, and although the dead 
man’s letters tothe Coroner and the 
girl’s mother stated that they were mar- 
ried two months ago, it was known that 
the mother did not give her consent, 
which is necessary under the laws of 
this State when the girlis under 18 
years of age. But MacGregor over- 
came this obstacle by swearing before 
the County Clerk that Leah was 18 and 
he 23. The license was issued on the 
11th of September, and the next day 
the young couple took the train for Re- 
dondo Beach, where they were married 
by Justice of the Peace Smith. They 
then returned to this city and the girl 
was never away from home a single 
night until last Saturday. 

It is believed by her brother aad also 
by othersthat she did not take the 
poison voluntarily. Her brother is 
firmly convinced that she was forced to 
take the drug after MacGregor had 
swallowed his dose. 

Detectives who have looked into the 
case are of the opinion that the bruises 
on her face andthe back of the head 
were caused in MacGregor’s last strug- 
gle when he found that his young wife 
would not swallow the drug. 

This probably accounts for the fact 
that she lived so long, for had she taken 
the same amount that he took and at the 
same time she would have been dead 
when the room was entered by the land- 
lord at 2 o’clock Sunday afternoon. 

THE INQUEST. 

Coroner Weldon was called to San 
Pedro yesterday morning, and as he be- 
lieved Mrs. MacGregor would live he 
posponed the inquest on MacGregor’s 
remains until this morning for. the 
reason that he wanted to get her state- 
ment if possible. 

Both bodies are now at the morgue in 
Orr &Sutch’s undertaking rooms on 
Spring street and both inquests will be 
held this morning. There will be but 
little testimony and there are no new 
facts, so faras known, to be brought 
out. 


THE FUNERAL. 

MacGregor’s brother-in-law, Charles 
D. Willard, who did not learn of the 
tragedy until yesterday morning, as he 
lives out in the country, took charge 
and made arrangements for the funeral 
yesterday. Thedead man’s father, who 
lives in Chicago, was telegraphed to 
yesterday morning and asked if he 
wished to have his son's remains sent 
home. He replied that he wished the 
body buried here, and stated that he 
would pay the expenses. 

It will be remembered that Mac- 
Gregor stated in his letters that he and 
his young wife wished to be buried in 
the same grave, but it was not decided 
last — whether his request will be 
carried out. 

AT THE MORGUE. 

Quite a number of people visited the 
morgue yesterday for the purpose of 
looking at the remains. There was a 
perfect string of men and women 
during the day, and all seemed to take 
a deep interest in the sad affair. 

At 4 o’clock a richly-dressed girl, 
who could not be over 17 or 18 years of 
age, called at the morgue and asked to 
be allowed to see the remains of Mac- 
Gregor. She was heavily.veiled when 
she eptered, but on going to the dead 
room With one of the attendants she 
removed her veil and stood a few sec- 
onds gazing at the dead man’s face, 
when she gave a scream that could be 
heard in the front part of the building 
and fellon the body. She clasped her 
arms around/his neck and began to cry 
bitterly. 

It took three or four men to remove 
her to a side room, where she remained 
over an hour crying bitterly. It was 
almost impossible to do anything with 
her, but she finally quieted down and 
stated that she is the cause of the 
tragedy. 

She says she came here from Santa 
Barbara as soon as she read of Mac- 
Gregor’s death and arrived in the city 
afternoon. MacGregor lived 
n Santa Barbara and worked on one of 
the papers in that city when he came to 
the Coast and met the young girl at that 
time, and she says they became engaged 
to be married. She stated that they 
lived together, but she positively re- 
fused to give her name and no one 


about the morgue recognized her. 


She is very pretty, dresses in the 
latest styles and has the appearance of 
belonging to a wealthy family. Just 
‘before leaving the morgue she stated: 

‘‘Bert and I were to have been mar- 
ried but we had a misunderstanding 
and Iam the cause of his death. I will 
never forgive myself for this, for I love 
him better than my own life and I don’t 
know what the outcome will be.’’ She 
then left the place, but there was un- 
fortunately no one present to follow 
and see where she is located. She was 
in a highly excited frame of mind and 
it would not be surprising if she is 
heard from again. 

The girl is evidently a stranger in the 
city, but it is not known whether she 
lived in Santa Barbara, for MacGregor 
has worked in San Diego, Pomona and 
San Bernardino and he has had en- 
tanglements in all of these places of a 
more or less serious nature. It is pos- 
sible that there will be further devel- 
opments today.

“JOINED HER -HUSBAND. 


The Last Act of Sunday’s Sad 
Tragedy. 


Death of Little Leah Benjamin-Mac- 
Evening. 


New Facts Brought to Light About 
the Melancholy Affair. 


Wa. 
The Couple Were Married at Redondo 
Beach About Two Months Ago— 
The Inquests to be Held To-day. 
—Scenes at the Morgue. 


Poor little Leah Benjamin-MacGregor 


isdead. She drew her last breath in 


room 51 in the Ramona Hotel at 6:10 
o'clock last evening in the presence of 
the doctors who have worked so hard 
to save her life to her family. 

Up to noon yesterday Drs. Westlake, 
Boyd, Weldon and Bryant, who worked 
so faithfully in what they considered a 
vain attempt at first to save her life, 
had some hopes, but she began to sink 
shortly after the noon hour and they 
soon saw thatit was a hopeless case, 
but they never relaxed their energy un- 
til the last particle of breath left her 
body. 3 


Full of the terrible trag- 
edy and the causes that led up to one of 
the most singular double suicides ever 
committed in this city were given as far 
as obtainable in yesterday’s Times, but 
there are yet several mysterious feat- 
ures surrounding the affair which will 
probably never be cleared up now that 
the only witness to Bert MacGregor’s 
last act has followed him across the 
black river of death. 

It was not known positively that the 
young suicides were man and wife when 
they were discovered in the room Sun- 
day afternoon, and although the dead 
man’s letterstothe Coroner and the 
girl’s mother stated that they were mar- 
ried two months ago, it was known that 
the mother did not give her consent, 
which is necessary under the laws of 
this State when the girlis under 18 
years of age. But MacGregor over- 
came this obstacle by swearing before 
the County Clerk that Leah was 18 and 
he 23. ‘The license was issued on the 
11th of September, and the next day 
the young couple took the train for Re- 
dondo Beach, where they were married 
by Justice of the Peace Smith. They 
then returned to this city and the girl 
was never away from home a single 
night until last Saturday. 

It is believed by her brother aad also 
by others that she did not take the 
poison voluntarily. Her brother is 
firmly convinced that she was forced to 
take the drug after MacGregor had 
swallowed his dose. 

Detectives who have looked into the 
case are of the opinion that the bruises 
on her face andthe back of the head 
were caused in MacGregor’s last strug- 
gle when he found that his young wife 
would not swallow the drug. 

This probably accounts for the fact 
that she lived so long, for had she taken 
the same amount that he took and at the 


same time she would have been dead | 


when the room was entered by the land- 
lord at 2 o’clock Sunday afternoon. 
THE INQUEST. 
Coroner Weldon was called to San 
Pedro yesterday morning, and as he be- 


lieved Mrs. MacGregor would live he. 


posponed the inquest on MacGregor’s 
remains until this morning for the 
reasoh that he wanted to get her state- 
ment if possible. 

Both bodies are now at the morgue in 
Orr & Sutch’s undertaking rooms on 
Spring street and both inquests will be 
held this morning., There will be but 
little testimony and. there are no new 
facts, so far as known, to be brought 
out. 

THE FUNERAL. 


MacGregor’s brother-in-law, Charles 


-D. Willard, who did not learn of the 


tragedy until yesterday morning, as he 
lives out in the country, took charge 
and made arrangements for the funeral 
yesterday. Thedead man’s father, who 
lives in Chicago, was telegraphed to 
yesterday morning and asked if he 


wished to have his son’s remains sent 
home. 


He replied that he wished the 
body buried here, and stated that he 
would pay the expenses. 


It will be remembered that Mac- 


Gregor stated in his letters that he and 
his young wife wished to be buried in 
the same grave, but it was not decided 
last night whether his request will be 
carried out. 

AT THE MORGUE. 

Quite a number of people visited the 
morgue yesterday for the purpose of 
looking at the remains. There was a 
perfect string of men and women 
during the day, and all seemed to take 
a deep interest in the sad affair. © 

At 4 o’clock a richly-dressed girl, 
who could not be over 17 or 18 years of 
age, called at the morgue and asked to 
be allowed to see the remains of Mac- 
Gregor. She was heavily.veiled when 
she eptered, but on going’to the dead 
room with one of the attendants she 
removed her veil and stood a few sec- 
onds gazing at the dead man’s face, 
when she gave a scream that could be 
heard in the front part of the building 
and fellon the body. She clasped her 
arms around his neck and began to cry 
bitterly. 

It took three or four men to remove 
her to a side room, where she remained 
over an hour crying bitterly. It was 
almost impossible to do anything with 
her, but she finally quieted down and 
stated that she is the cause of the 
tragedy. 

She says she came here from Santa 
Barbara as soon as she read of Mac- 
Gregor’s death and arrived in the city 
afternoon. MacGregor lived 
n Santa Barbara and worked on one of 
the papers in that city when he came to 
the Coast and met the young girl at that 
time, and she says they became enga 
to be married. She stated that they 
lived together, but she positively re- 
fused to give her name and no one 
about the morgue recognized her. 

She is very pretty, dresses in the 
latest styles and has the appearance of 
belonging to a wealthy family. Just 
before leaving the morgue she stated: 

‘“‘Bert and I were to have been mar- 
ried but we had a misunderstanding 
and Iam the cause of his death. I will 
never forgive myself for this, for I love 
him better than my own life and I don’t 
know what the outcome will be.’’ She 
then left the place, but there was un- 
fortunately no one present to follow 
and see where she is located. She was 
in a highly excited frame of mind and 
it would not be surprising if she is 
heard from again. 

The girl is evidently a stranger inthe 
city, but it is not known whether she 
lived in Santa Barbara, for MacGregor 
has worked in San Diego, Pomona and 
San Bernardino and he has had en- 
tanglements in all of these places of a 
more or less serious nature. It is pos- 
sible that there will be further devel- 
opments today.
